The Horae mail via San Francisco leaves

The Governmeiit have, we are happy 
to say, seen 'fit to make, though rather tanlily,' 
the amende honorable to our worthy Mayor, in 
appointing him.a Justice of the Peace. 

The subject of building a Hospital ’in 
Cromwell is attracting some attention at present. 
Two or three oases have ocenrred lately which 
have helped to make the wish for one stronger 
than ever. There was, for instance, the case of 
Mr John Wilson, who had his leg broken .at the 
Gerge the other day, and h.ad tp.be conveyed *o 
the Dunstan in a spring cart. The ogony he 
must have endured for .about six’or seven hours, 
jolting over this road, and under a burning sun, 
is something frightful to contempLate. A day 
or two after, another man had to convey his wife 
over the same road, and at the same pace, to 
the Hospital, she being prostrate -with low fever. 
Let us nope she was partly unconscious during 
the journey, Then there was the case of Harry 
the Swede from Carrickton, worse still than. 
Wilson’s ; .and numerous other instances if they 
were needed. Messrs Goodger and Logan, we 
believe, have offered to subscribe £50 each 
towards the erection of a Hospital building 
if the public will take the matter up; 
and we know of another gentleman, v/ho does not 
wish his name made public at present, who will 
subscribe other £30. Otheiis, again, have pro- 
mised to subscribe, although they do not as yet 
mention the amounts. We leave the question 
here for public consideration in the< meautime. 
If the Hospital itself is not proceeded -with, some 
better means of carrying patients to Clyde can 
and must be devised than the present method of 
using a common spring-cart. It simply means 
the condemnatiou of the sufferer to six or seven 
hours of slow torture, and, there is strong 
grounds for supposing, has before now been the 
means of hastening to an untimely end several 
patients, who with a better arranged conveyance, 
or had they lived within easy reach of the llos- 
pital, would have recovered.

It 
is all very, well to possess a vote under, a 
Miner’s Right, but that, as surely ought tq 
be well known, by this tltne^ does not en- 
able a-tnan to vote for the Superintendency, 
and it is' liable, to all softs of accidents,. 
For instance, it may , be a., day or two be^ 
yond the regulation time before the Right 
is renewed, i.and,. then it is valueless as a 
vote-authorising, paper till it has become 
six -months old ; the owner,' even if he 
renews in time, may -neglect to have the 
word ' “ renewed'’ marked upon it, , and 
aga'iii it is useless till it has become six 
months old. The Right may be lost, or it | 
may be in the hands of an agent for appli- j 
cation purposes; in short, it, is liable to a 
hundred chances,the occurrence of any one 
of which may deprive its owner of his right! 
to vote. We cannot help thinking what 
an' aggravating thing it must be to auyi 
man wbo has apy idea above the mere! 
living for the sake of making a living,! 
whefli an election time conies round, and he 
is obliged to absent himself from' the 
polling booth, because — he has no vote. 
To use a common expression, be must feel 
himself rather small. It is quite useless 
trying to adduce any argument in favour of 
every qualified pei-son. enrolling himself as 
a voter. If a man cannot see the necessity ! 
of bis doing so to be both a privilege and a 
duty, . it is useless reasoning with him— his 
is a hopeless case. He is one of the help- 
less individuals who simply exist in a com- 
munity, who toil and slave hard enough in 
a bodily, sense, but who do not help to ad- 
vance the world one .single inch from the 
position in which they found it. 

, One consideration may be mentioned 
which should induce Miners’ Associations 
and other political bodies to do all in their 
power to push on the registration of votes 
to as great an extent as possible. It is this : 
tlrat the importance of a place or district 
is very often -judged in the Provincial. 
Council or in the House of Representatives 
by tlie number of electors who are upon 
the roll. Meinbers of these bodies do not 
take time to inquire the reason why one 
district which claims to he of importance 
should only have fifty names on its elec- 
toral i-oH, avliile another, of which little is 
even mentioned, should he able toiboasf of 
three or four hundred: "What member 
of the Provincial Council or of the House 
of: Representatives, to take sin example, can 
believe, , (unless the matter is fully ex- 
plained to him,) that the Kawaran district 
is one of any importance, although it is 
somewhere about sixty miles in length by 
twenty in breadth, when he sees that it 
contains only a trifle over three hundred 
registered voters! His conclusion will 
naturally be (in the absence of better know- 
ledge) that a district which only contains 
one voter to every four square miles is a 
very barren one indeed, and unworthy of 
the least attention.

The report of the Legislative Committee

After a short diacuasioii, on tho motion of Cr 
Grant, seconded by Cr Hayes, the regula- 
tions were received and adopted. The 1st of 
April was fixed as the date for issuing the 
slaughtering licenses referred to in some of 
the regulations', ' 

THE' DOST KPISAWCB. , ■ 

The Mayor then reported that a Committee 
of. the Council had mot oii Wednesday night, 
and selected a number of 'sections, amount- 
ing to about eight acres, in acoordinoe with 
an arrangement come to with the Govern- 
ment for the abatethenf of the dust nuisance. 
The selections selected were 1 to 9 of, block 
XL, 13 and 14 of block Xlll., 8 to 10 and 
12, to 14 of block XIV., and 1 to 14 of block 
LXII. .The Mayor femmded the Council- 
lors that the understanding was, that such a 
reserve would be granted to the Corporation 
on condition that the Council took measures 
to reclaim it from its present waste condition. 
Cr Grant strongly advised the Council to ap- 
prove of the selection made by the Com- 
mittee. Cr Shanly alao ‘urged the adoption 
of the selection. He said that if it was ap- 
proved of by the Government, it might even- 
tually prove a great blessing to the town. He 
moved that the selection of the Public Works 
Committee be approved and adopte^i. Se- 
conded by Or Wright. Cr Pierce wanted to 
know where the sections were, and whether 
the other Councillors knew where they were ; 
till he knew ail about them’ he would not 
consent to their, being approved of. The 
Mayor, Crs .Grant, Shanly, and Jolly tried 
to explain the positions of the various sec- 
tions, but were not successful in overcoming 
Cr. Pierce’s scruples, till finally the map of 
the township was produced. Cr Pierce had 
an'amendraent prepared, but the production 
of the map appeared to act like “ oil on the 
troubled waters," for after just a glance at it 
all opposition was withdrawn. The motion 
was then carried and the Town Clerk was 
ihstnioted to report the conclusion arrived at 
to the Surveyor, . - 

ACCOUNTS. 

Accounts were laid before the Council 
from Messrs Hallenstein and Co., and 
from Mr J. Wright, £19 16s. Hallenstein 
and Co.'’s was passed for payment. The por- 
tion of Mr. Wright’s which included his three 
months’ contract, £9 15s, was passed, but the 
other portion, £10, for twenty days’ extra 
work, was, reserved for the consideration of 
the Finance Committee. 

At this stage of the proceedings the Mayor 
intimated to the public assembled that the 
Council would now go into committee to open 
certain tendets. The effeotj-of course, was to

’ ' ■ ■ TENDERS. 

Tenders were then opened for contract No. 
1 1. They were as follows ; — B. E. Da<^g, 
£142103..; Nesbitt Bros., £119 08. 3d. ; Mah 
Hoey, £110; W. Williams, £7 12s. 6d. per 
chain. 

Cr Grant proposed, and Cr Grant seconded, 
that the tender of Mah Hoey, being the 
lowest, be accepted. 

Cr Shanly proposed, and Or Wright se- 
conded on amendment, that Nesbitt Bros.’ 
tender be accepted, they , being men who 
understand the work. , ' 

The amendment was carried; Crs Grant 
and Jolly voting for the motion, Crs Slianly, 
Wright, and Hayes for the amendment, and 
Cr Pierce declining to vote at all. 

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

After the business of the contracts was 
over, the public were again admitted to the 
Council Chamber, but comparatively few put 
in an appearance. Cr Hayes then proposed 
tho .motion of which he had given notice, 
“ That measures be taken without delay to 
provide a more efficient supply of ■water for 
the town of Cromwell.’’ It was seconded by 
Cr Pierce and carried. In proposing his 
resolution, Cr Hayes strongly urged the 
Firewood Greek scheme upon the attention 
of the Council. 

Cr Hayes proposed, and Cr Jolly seconded, 
a proposition to purchase Messrs Strahan and 
Barker’s water rights in the Firewood Creek ; 
but this was withdrawn after a long discus- 
sion had taken place on the subject. Cr 
Jolly argued.that the wort would be a repro- 
ductive one, even if it -cost more than £3000, 
and that Cromwell, while at the present ex- 
ceptionally ill su])plied with water, possessed 
unexampled facilities for obtaining a good 
and abundant supply. He also pointed out 
the power the Council had, under the Water 
Works Empowering Act, to borrow money 
for the purpose, and said he felt confident 
that many who now lodged sums of £60 and 
£100 in the banks at 3 per cent, interest, 
would gladly avail themselves of a Corpora- 
tion guarantee of seven or eight per cent. In 
the event of Messrs Barker and Strahan re- 
fusing to sell, Cr Jolly showed that the Coun- 
cil, if 80 determined, had ^wer to take it, 
subject to a fair valuation. ■

(raoH OUR OWN correspondent.) 

February 24, 1873. 

What may be now considered the annual 
drought still continues, and in consequence, 
mining, with a few exceptions, is at a stand- 
still in this district. Fearing, and with rea- 
son, that my contributions might partake of 
the universal dryness, I have refrained from 
inflicting them on your readers ; but finding 
that the news (?) of this place ^¥as reaching 
you apparently by other, and I may be al- 
lowed to remark, incorrect channels, I feel it 
incumbent to take up the pen and give you a 
full, tme, and particular account of our pro- 
progress, such as it is. 

The Cromwell Company have been com- 
pelled to suspend crushing, from want of 
water, but all hands are busily engaged rais- 
ing stone, which shows no diminution in 
quality whatever. It is confidently predicted 
that £30,000 in dividends will be taken out 
of the mine this year, and I see no reason to 
doubt the correctness of this estimate. Lucky 
trio of shareholders ! I believe the Golden 
Link claim is being manned, the protection ' 
certificate having reached its limit. I should 
imagine, as the company have their hands 
full at present, it would pay them to let this 
claim on tribute ; however, that is their busi- 
ness. 

The Reliance Company are still sinking, 
and are putting on additional hands. The 
shaft is down over 100 feet, and they have 
the w^Is of the reef apparently well defined ; 
the stone is thin, but contains gold, and may 
widen out at short notice. The proprietaiy are 
strong and determined, and evidently intend 
to set the much wanted example of affording 
a fair trial to the reef, and “ without indulg- 
ing in too bright visions of the prospects of 
this company ,” — vide a former report from a 
“ casual,” — wemay wish them success in their 
undertaking, and I may further add that the 
general belief is that their reward is sore. 

The Aurora Company have as yet made no 
progressive movement, and the plant is going 
fast to ruin this dry weather; doubtless, 
all will be bustle and activity if a good reef 
is struck in the Lucknow. In the meantime, 
I may remind them that the mine has been a 
long time idle, and the country, we are taught 
to believe, is a go-ahead country ; and there is 
an old proverb about “ time and tide,” &c. 
Verb, tap, .' 

The Lucknow tunnel, considering the hard- 
ness of the “ country,” is progressing very 
satisfactorily.

tional shift will he put on, and .the much- 
vexed question of the “ to be or not to be” 
of this company will ■ speedily be decided. 
The report that the rook was getting easier 
had, as Mr Oolclou^h euphemistically puts 
it, “ no foundation in truth”; it has been, 
if possible, harder than ever. While on this 
subject, I must crave a little space to correct 
a luischievous statement made in your issue 
of a fortnight since, under the head of 
“ Quartz Mining Memoranda," in which Mr 
Colclough accuses me of falsehood in report- 
ing this mine. That a leader, supposed by 
some to be the reef, has beencut through in tho 
tunnel is a/uct, as it can be seen any day by 
the curious ; the stone obtained from it is 
lying in the paddock at the mill, and the 
former 'manager informed me that he got 
gold from it. On speaking to the present 
manager, Mr Cross, on the subject, he said 
ho had no information in relation to the said 
leader— it might or might not be the reef ; 
but from the underlay of tlie lode in the old 
workings, as given to him, and according to 
survey he had caused to be made, the reef 
was still so many feet ahead. He would 
drive that distance, and then if no stone ap- 
peared,, he would turn his attention to the 
leader. This I considered to be a wise resolu- 
tion, and showed a thorough appreciation of 
the task entrusted to him. I did not deem 
it necessary, in my former report, to publish 
this conversation, but as Mr Colclough had 
the hardihood to rush in rashly with “no 
foundation in truth,” 1 give these particulars 
that your readers may hear both sides, I 
trust I may be allowed, without being charged 
with egotism, to fearlessly state that since 1 
first had the honour of appearing as “ your 
own” from this place, I have always ivTitten 
the truth, sometimes not the whole truth, but 
always the truth, and I appeal to my fellow- 
residents if this stiitement has “ any founda 
tion in truth.” Between you and me, Mr 
Editor, there are some people to whom the 
naked truth is simply nauseous, and I will 
conclude this tiresome subject by quoting 
“ ye anciente proverbe,” “ People who live in 
glass houses should not throw stones.” 

I visited the scene of the coal borings a 
week ago, several having been put down to a 
depth of 64 feet, but so far without success, a 
heavy drift being met with which cannot be 
pierced without the aid of pipes to enclose 
the rods and keep the stuff back. As I before 
suggested, a visit from Captain Hutton, or 
some other practical geologist, would save a 
vast amount of labour and delay, and, pro- 
bably, final abandonment. There are un- 
doubted coal measures in the locality, but 
the country is very much broken up, and 
might even puzzle wiser heads than those 
engaged in the undertaking. They have a 
seam of petroleum shale visible, of tolerable 
quality, judging from a personal trial I gave 
it — in a crude fashion ; it produced a fair jet 
of gas, which burnt brilliantly, I believe a 
sample has been sent to Dunedin for analysis. 
But whatever the return may be, the pros; 
pectors must remember that coal also ’s indis- 
pensable ill the production of “ile ;” and in 
furtherance of its discovery, I say therefore 
to them once again, in the name of all the 
sufferers here who have to pay from £3 to £5 
10s. for lignite, — Send for the Government 
geologist.

Mr Bnchan, after listening attentively to 
the suggestions of several of the members, 
said he thought it only righl to mention that 
although he might not have had the same 
experience in mining matters as older colo- 
nists possess, still he had sufiicient confidence 
in himself to go down to the Conference with 
the conviction that none there would out- 
rival him in earnestness of purpose, or advo- 
cate more zealously any measures tending to 
prove beneficial to the mining iiitoiests.

An extraordihary meeting 'of shareholders' was'

rough state of tlie weathev. . First,, the sliip 
ran toulpf the schooner Pilot, from Wexford,

morning tlio Dublin City fire brigade, under 
Captain, Ingram, arrived with three hand- 
engines, one <if which was p’aceft'in a' boat 
and la.td, alongside Ih-e sUi .bui.iiritas €<s«nd 
impossible to woffc.it; so rough was tlje water.

A New Amalgamator. 

(Coromandel Mail )' 

_ Whatever will materialiy increase the effi- 
ciency of our gold-saving machinery and at 
the same time decrease the cost of saving the 
gold is a matter of the very.greatest Impor- 
tance to the raining interest,; We cannot 
afford to pass over untried any reasonable 
proposal for effecting either the -one or the 
other, for success means increased profit to 
paying mines, and the bringing witlijn this 
desirable category mines, and they are many 
even in tills district,, whicji at present barely 
jiay the cost of winning th e stone and eSclfact- 
ing the gold, and therefore reraain altogether, 
or to a very great extent, undeveloped.

and so, as it would require little or no at- 
tendance itself, reduce the labour cost of 
crushing. ■ 

We are not of course at liberty to state the 
priuciple of contrivance by whicli the work now 
'done by tables, ripples, berdans, &c., would 
be carried out by the newly-invented machine, 
hut we may state that the amalgamator, so to 
call it, the cost of which would be from £30 
to £4:0, would be connected in front of the 
gratings (one such amalgamator to every five , 
or ten heads of stiurips,) in lieu of the tables! 
now in use, and would receive direct from ' 
the stamper-boxes the whole of tiio debris as 
it leaves the gratings, and which, when it 
passed out of the amalgamator, if proved by 
a test table fixed for the purpose, would be 
found to contain ho gbld whatever. No quick- 
silver whatever would be put into tho stam- 
per-boxes, but only into the amalgamators. 

The advantages of sncli a system must be 
apparent. ‘ First of all we do aw.ay with ex-| 
pensive machinery in tho shape oI ripple-; 



table, berdans, &c., and with them the cost 
of, attendance by at least two' hands, to 
say nothing of .cleaning "np -Ahe tables and' 
ficrapiiig and cleaning from time to time! 
The process is not only less expensive but it 
isIquiCkto and safer." 'Each amalgamator 
will bo under look and kriy,'and 'haVe'an iifdi- 
cat'of so' arranged as to show the jfield per 
ton, after the first or second tons sliall have 
been passed through, "and the amalgam can 
be drawn off from the amalgamator whde the 
battery is working, thus effecting a consider- 
able saving in tirire, ■ 

'Ehe inventor is Mr Arthur S. Ford, a 
mechanical .engineer by trade, who has spent 
much time in bringing bis present discovery 
to a practical issue, and who brings highly 
respectable credentials with him. It is his 
wish to associate himself with some gentleman 
of capital, aafiiciently interested in. mining 
schemes to cause him to be anxioua,to bring 
an invention capable of producing such re- 
sults into practical working, and with whom, 
having imparted to him the character of the 
invention and pro veil by practical demonstra- 
tion that it is capable of performing all 
claimed for it, Mr Ford might hops to make 
further profit by tiie discovery in this and 
other of the gold producing Australian colo- 
nies. One of these machines he states could 
be constructed in Coromandel, and in the hope 
of inducing some one to assist liira in brinir- 
ing his irivention into practical work he has 
visited this district. 

In drawing attention to this matter we do 
not of course vouch for the due periormance 
by the amalgamator of all that, Mr Ford 
claims for it. • It could, however, be to the 
interest of no man to court failure knowingly, 
and of this we are all aware, that one half, 
n.ay, inore than half of the successful inven- 
tions of the day-^inventions wliioh ai-e the 
foundations of fortunes— are the result of 
ideas conceived arid ripened in the workshop 
and sold to or carried out in practical con- 
junction with the capitalist. The advan- 
tages offered by this alleged invention are so 
great that it is worth the while of any man 
of capital largely interested in mining to enter 
with due care into a mutual arrangement 
with the discoverer for practically putting its 
value to the test. To sum up the advantages 
claimed for the amalgamator, tliey are— first, 
the saving of all the gold— secondly, the sub- 
stitution of simple machinery which requires 
little or no labour for watching, is far less 
costly than the present tables, berdans, &o , 
—thirdly, security for the amalgam, which 
can be drawn off as it accumulates by the 
manager, and if desired, by him only— and 
fourthly, that there is no need to stop the 
battery while the amalgam is being cleaned

Sev/mg' on Buttons. 

The facetious editor of the JDanbary News, 
whose funny sayings are so widely 'copied, 
thus describes the male process of sewing on 
buttons : — It is bad enough to see a bachelor 
sew on a button, but it is the embodiment of 
grace alongside a married man. Necessity 
has compelled .experience in the case of the 
former, but the latter has always depended 
on some one else for the service, and, fortu- 
nately for tho sake of society, it is rarely that 
he is obliged to resort to the needle himself. 
Sometimes the patient wife scalds her right 
hand, or runs a sliver under the nail of the 
index finger of that hand, and it is then that 
the m.an clutches the needle round the neck, 
forgetting to tie a knot in the thread, and 
commences to put on the button.

rolls leisurely across the floor. He picks it up 
without a single remark, out of respect for 
his eliildren, and makes another .attempt to 
fasten. This time when coming hack with 
the needle he keeps both the thread and the 
button from slipping by covering tliom witii 
with his thumb, and it is out of regard for 
that part of him that he feels around for the 
eye in a very careful and judicious manner ; 
but evidently losing his philosophy, as the 
search becomes more and more liopeless, he ' 
falls to jabbing about in a loose and savage 
manner, and it is just then the needle finds 
the opening, and comes thremgb the button 
.mid part way through his thumb with a 
celerity that no human ingenuity can guard

I Tte Ficli says ; — ‘^Ori; ^aturday.-oyeiiing, 
November 29th, during an exhibition matrti 
ketwreen 009 k and Beniiot, at Cook's Rgoms, 
99 Regent street. Cook made the'astounding 
break of 936. Benriot was in fine form, hav- 
ing' beaten Cook both at ' billiards, and 
pyrariaids in the aftpnoop, ‘and'iii the even- 
ing got away first with a strong lead of the 
quarter of the game, scoring a magnificent 
break of 184 (including 37 spots), and adding 
small contributions of 44, 48, and 68 (21 
spots), while Cook’s only break was a trifle of 
79. The score then stood :— Bonnet; 386 ; 
Cook, 148. Cook then made 63 by all round 
play, when he got the spot, and put together 
270 conseoritive spots. The 263rd spot made 
him game, but by request ho, continued his 
break. On tiie 270th spot he lost position ; 
but cannoning and coming to : the spot again 
he made 19 more spots, making the total of 
spots in the break 289, and then he broke 
down at a cannon across the table. The 
pockets are rather full-sized and the shoulders 
are a gf)od bit cut away ; but oven taking this 
into consideration, the break is the most 
marvellous ever known. To enable the reader 
to appreciate this break, we add tJie best'per- 
furinances of other players, About fifty 
years agoa marker named Carr was considered 
the best play er of his day , on the old-fashioned 
list tables with very, wide pockets. About 
1836, during a match lie scored 22 consecutive 
spot l),azarda. This was deemed so wonderful 
a performance at the time that he was im- 
mediately backed against all comers for 100 
guineas a aide, and was in fact the first 
billiard champion. Edwin Kentfield (Jona- 
than) , eventually challenged him, but the 
match -never came off, and Kentfield was 
deemed champion until 1849. His best break 
was 196. John Roberts then ■ challenged 
Kentfield. The latter declined to play, and 
Roberts remained champion until 1870. 
Roberta was by far tlie best player of bis day, 
owing partly to his mastery of tho spot, in 
practising which he spent hundreds of hours. 
His longest break was 346, including 104 con- 
secutive spots. Tn 1870, William Cook, the 
present champion, challenged Roberts and 
beat bina. Cook has made many long breaks, 
including 512, 532 (165 spots), 752 (220 spots), 
and now 936 (289 spots).”

MISCELLANEA. 



A ludicrous circumstance occurred in the 
District Court at Hokitika, a day or two since 
just after the jury had been empanelled in 
the case of the Queen v. Egan. The learned 
Crown Prosecutor, who had for some pur- 
pose accidentally .moved his chair, on coming 
back, gravely sat down where his chair shunld 
have been, the resiflt of which operation was 
that hie heels flew into the air, his wig flew 
off, arid his body disappeared from the as- 
toiiished f»a!!e of the twelve good men aiid 
true in the box opposite him. This contre- 
temps .excited the laughter of the Court 
which the evidently forced look of indiffe- 
rence assumed by the learned gentleman did 
not allay. 

Colonel, Russell, formerly Henry ClaY’s 
private secretaiy, and known in the United 
States as “ Owl Russell,” who died the other 
day, ^ acquired this nickname, according to 
the Aeiu Yur/c 2 ribme,. in the following way. 
He, was a man of intense. egotism, whose chief 
object in life was to be admired and noto- 
rious. Some years ago, during a violent de- 
bate in the Missouri Legislature, in which lie 
had shown much pomposity, one of his politi- 
cal comrades mentioned that one night Rus- 
sell, while travelling through the woods, lost 
his way, and being a stranger in that part of 
tlie countiy became nervous. While groping 
his path in the darkness he suddenly lieard 
a voice not far away crying out, “ \Vho are 
you r 111 solemn tones, Colonel R-ussoll re- 
plied, “I am ColonelWilliam H. Russell 
for many yeairs a prominent member of the 
Kentucky Legislature ; was School Commis- 
sioner for the southern district of Kentucky ; 
am now the Representative of Calloway 
county in the Missmiri Legislature; ain 
spoken of as the AVliig candidate for next 
Congress, and 1 am lost. Who are you i” 
From that time up to the period of his death 
Colonel Bussell never lost the sobriquet of 

Owl Kussell.** 

A Californian Ittlerateur, objecting to terse 
phraseology, altei's the normal wording of a 
well-known proverb about stones and glass 
houses into tlie more refined and flowerv re- 
m.ark that “ dwellers in crystal palaces sh'onid 
refrain from the projuilsion of- irregular- 
shaped particles of granite formation.” An- 
other Traiisatlanric writer, liowever, is tho 
reverse of lorg-winded. Here is his account 
of an attempted suicide — ** Lizzie Siiiitli 
weak woman, laudanum, ’ Sunday, doctor! 
stoiiiaob-puinp, life again.” 

A ymiiig Marseillaise recently chose a curi- 
ous mode of suicide liy swallowing pins. She 
only succeeded in m.akihg herself ill, and was 
taken to a liospital, where, after two liunJred 
and fifty had been extracted, siie was con- 
sidered to be in a fair way to recovery. Tliis 
reminds us of a baby of New Bedford, U S 
who, says a Transatlantic coritemporaiy, hiU 
wfm innocent renown by swallowing 37 
buttons, an iron sewing-machine nut, a gold 
sleeve button, and a thimble— and lives— the 
very type of a prosperous baby. 

In August, 1872, a man named William 
Sliuker was convicted in Napier of a inur- 
dorous assault on a servant girl named Mary 
Ann Manchester andbormistress, Mrs Hardy. 

He was very justly sentenced to penal servi- 
tude for life. It is now stated that he has 
inherited properly to the extent of £16,090. 
and is suffering the bitter remorse wiiioli 
arises from a consciousness of what lie lias 
lost througii his mingled folly and crime. 
He is said to be mcoBsaiitly writing to those 
who have known him in better days, implor- 
ing tbeiii to use their influence in his behalf ; 
blit as yet his appeals have failed to excite 
their sympathy. 

An extraordin.a^ sentence was jiassed by 
the Resident Magistrate at Wairo.a a few davs 
ago One Archibald Fergussoii, an old 
settler, was ch.argerl with stealing a j,ig 
v.alned at 14s., and the charge being proved 
was sentenced to two years’ imprisonment! 
Willie at exercise in the yard of tlie lock-np 
a,t Clyde, prior tn reniov.al to the Napier 
Gaol to nnilcrgo liis sontence, be effected his 
escape, .and, according to the latest Napier 
papers, is still at large.
